This should be a 
rich mellow loam If posible and shoulc 
t>»" four or live inches deep over tbe 
BBanore. which should be leveled anc 
gfrtssud down before the soil is put In 
Before the need* are planted the tem- 
perature should have fallen to about 
10'to 75 degrees F., which can be de- 
termined by inserting u thermometer 
after

place. To. get the best results the bed 
abould be watered frequently and ven- 
tttated by raising tbe sash on warm 
flays. 
If tbe bed Is made early care 


•nonld be taken to bare a covering of 
•ay. straw or old carpeting bandy for 
fold snaps. A good many hotbeds dis- 
appoint because they are too bot and 
Aara too littte moisture. Before trans- 
fitting plants to the open ground. 
wben milder weather conies, it is well 
to leave tbe sash off for several days 
te order to harden the little plants. 
•any radish and lettuce way be grown 
te tie hotbed; also set onions, early 
Cabbage and cauliflower, 
tomatoes.

WHY THE RUNTS? 


There has been a good deal of com 


plaint among corn belt farmers for sev 
eral months past in regard to tbe un 
thrifty condition' of the spring pigs 
many of which are undersized, thin o 
flesh »nd generally, scrawny. 
There 


are two-or three thtug& any one o 
which may be responsible for the con 
dltion noted. It may be that some o; 
these hojrs tire followinR tuberculin 
cattle and have contracted the disease 
A more likely cause Is worms in some 
of the vital organs, which sap tbe life 
blood as fast ns it is manufactured 
In other cases uuthrlftiness may be 
due to lice or other parasites, which 
attack and. work beneath the skin 
There Is little that can be done if tu 
berculosis has been contracted, though 
removal to different quarters might 
help. In the case of worms, their I oca 
tion should Ite determined aud then 
remedies given which will kill and re 
move them. In case of the parasites 
sprays or ointments should be used 
which will put them out of business 
Ascertaining the cause of unturiftiness 
and applying the needed remedy wll 
be worth while in that it will make 
possible more rapid growth and larger 
gains. 


PROFITABLE PARTNERSHIPS. 
A wealthy Mississippi valley farmer 


died tbe other day worth in tbe fceigh- 
borbood of $400.000. While the de- 
ceased was a thrifty and Industrious 
man,.those who knew him well attrib- 
ute no small part of the credit for his 
success financially and as a landlord 
to the fact that for years past be had 
taken the tenants of his numerous 
farms into virtual partnership with 
himself. In fact, he would not rent 
his land out for either cash or on 
shares. He put his land against his ten- 
ant's labor, and if the latter did not 
have tbe money to properly stock the 
farm the owner would stock it with 
tbe best and divide evenly at the end 
of the yeur. Perhaps self interest dic- 
tated this course, but it was a type of 
self Interest that is most commendable, 
for it not only helps tbe landowner 
and helps his tenant, but it effectually 
prevents that ruthless and shortsight- 
ed skinning of tbe land that in tbe 
course of years puts. so many fair 
acres on the road to the agricultural 
boneyard.

WHY THE RUNTS? 


There has been a good deal of com 


plaint among corn belt farmers for sev 
eral months past in regard to tbe un 
thrifty condition' of the spring pigs 
many of which are undersized, thin o 
flesh »nd generally, scrawny. 
There 


are two-or three thtug& any one o 
which may be responsible for the con 
dltion noted. It may be that some o; 
these hojrs tire followinR tuberculin 
cattle and have contracted the disease 
A more likely cause Is worms in some 
of the vital organs, which sap tbe life 
blood as fast ns it is manufactured 
In other cases uuthrlftiness may be 
due to lice or other parasites, which 
attack and. work beneath the skin 
There Is little that can be done if tu 
berculosis has been contracted, though 
removal to different quarters might 
help. In the case of worms, their I oca 
tion should Ite determined aud then 
remedies given which will kill and re 
move them. In case of the parasites 
sprays or ointments should be used 
which will put them out of business 
Ascertaining the cause of unturiftiness 
and applying the needed remedy wll 
be worth while in that it will make 
possible more rapid growth and larger 
gains. 


PROFITABLE PARTNERSHIPS. 
A wealthy Mississippi valley farmer 


died tbe other day worth in tbe fceigh- 
borbood of $400.000. While the de- 
ceased was a thrifty and Industrious 
man,.those who knew him well attrib- 
ute no small part of the credit for his 
success financially and as a landlord 
to the fact that for years past be had 
taken the tenants of his numerous 
farms into virtual partnership with 
himself. In fact, he would not rent 
his land out for either cash or on 
shares. He put his land against his ten- 
ant's labor, and if the latter did not 
have tbe money to properly stock the 
farm the owner would stock it with 
tbe best and divide evenly at the end 
of the yeur. Perhaps self interest dic- 
tated this course, but it was a type of 
self Interest that is most commendable, 
for it not only helps tbe landowner 
and helps his tenant, but it effectually 
prevents that ruthless and shortsight- 
ed skinning of tbe land that in tbe 
course of years puts. so many fair 
acres on the road to the agricultural 
boneyard.
